Regulations For Lent 

The following are the regulations for fasting and absti- 
nence during Lent in the Diocese of Fort Wayne. 

1. Lenten fast and abstinence begin on Ash Wednes- 
day and cease on Holy Saturday at mid-day. All the days of 
Lent, except Sundays, are fast days. The Wednesdays and 
Fridays of Lent—excepting the Wednesday in Holy Week— 
Ember Saturday and Holy Saturday until noon, are also days 
of abstinence. 

2. Those who have passed their twenty-first birthday 
and have not yet passed their fifty-ninth birthday are ob- 
liged to fast. The sick and the convalescent, those to whom 
fasting would cause grave injury to health or would cause 
such exhaustion as would interfere with their daily duties, 
are excused from the Lenten fast. Those who are in doubt 
whether or not they are excused should consult their con- 
fessor or pastor. 

8. Those who are obliged to fast are allowed but one 
full meal a day, either at-noon or in the evening. They may 
eat meat only once a day, on the days meat is permitted. In 
the morning a small breakfast, meat excluded, is permitted. 
People may use the customary fruit juice in the morning. 
The luncheon should not exceed one-third of the dinner. 

4. The law of abstinence from meat, which obliges all 
Catholics except infants, forbids the eating of meat and 
soups or gravy made of meat; it does not, however, exclude 
the cooking and seasoning of food with drippings or lard. 

The time for complying with the precept of the Paschal 
Communion extends from the First Sunday of Lent to Trin- 
ity Sunday. 

5. By virtue of an Indult granted to the Bishops of the 
United States by the Holy See for working people, we hereby 
permit working people and their families to eat meat once a 
day throughout Lent, except on Fridays, Ash Wednesday and 
Holy Saturday until noon. This Indult may be ased not only 
during Lent but also on the Ember Days and Vigils (Christ- 
mas excepted) throughout the year. 

6. The above modification of the Lenten law regarding 
breakfast should make it possible for most of our people to 
observe the Lenten fast. 

The term “working man” includes the working woman 
if she is the chief bread-winner of the home. But those who 
avail themselves of the Indult should do some other work of 
penance, for example, to abstain from alcoholic drinks, 
candies, ¢tc., and attend public Lenten devotions. Attendance 
at daily Mass is highly recommended. 


Use Your Lenten Envelope 


Take home and use daily your Lenten envelope. You are 
not entitled to the modified Lenten Law unless you do. It 
ealls for only two ounces of dry bread or toast in the morn-

State Provided Buses For Students 


Black Writes 


Majority Opinion In 5-4 
New Jersey Case Decision 


Washington, Feb. 10.—The Supreme court split, 5 to 4, 
today in a stormy controversy over the concept that Church 


shall be separated from State. 


The majority, headed by Justice Black, ruled there was 
no constitutional bar to a state’s use of tax funds to pay for 
transportation of children to Catholic schools as well as to 


public schools. Joined with Black+ 


were Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justices Reed, Murphy, and Doug- 
las. 


A Strong Defense 


Strong dissents came from Jus- 
tices Rutledge, Frankfurter, Jack- 
son, and Burton, who said the deci- 
sion opened a breach in the wall 
erected by the founding fathers, in 
the first amendment to the consti- 
tution, between Church and Gov- 
ernment. 


The case was brought to the high 
court by Arch R. Everson, a Tren- 
ton, N. J., taxpayer, who protested 
that the use of public school funds, 
raised by taxation, to recompense 
varents of Cathulic school children 
or bus fares, amounted to public 
support of a religious establish- 
ment. 


At leapt 17 states, including New 
Jersey, and the District of Colum- 
bia, provide similar transportation 
for parochial school children. The 
New Jersey law applies only to 
public and Catholic schools, ex- 
cluding other parochial and private 
schools. 

Write Lengthy Opinions 

The nine justices wrote more 
than 20,000 words in outlining 
their stands in the dispute. The 
lengthy opinions on both sides 
agreed that the ruling had historic 
overtones. 


The contention of Everson was 
that the New Jersey law forced in- 
habitants to pay taxes to help sup- 
port and maintain schools which 
taught the Catholic faith. He said 
this was a use of state power to 
support church schools. 

The majority opinion admitted 
the “difficulty in drawing the line 
between tax legislation which pro- 
vides funds for the welfare of the 
general public and that which is 
designed to support institutions 
which teach religion.” 

Refer To First Amendment 


Referring to the language of the 
first amendment which states: 
“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of re- 
ligion,” the opinion stated that the 
clause meant: 


“Neither a state nor the federal 
government can set up a church. 
Neither can pass laws which aid 
one religion, aid all religions, or 

refer one religion over another.

Training Program 


Over 240 Delegates 
Attend Regional NFCCS 
Meet At St. Joseph's

Rensselaer, Ind.—Definite recom- 
mendations for a change in the 
War Department’s present plan 
for military training were made at 
the fourth regional congress of the 
National *Federation of Catholic 
College Students held Saturday 
and Sandan at St. Joseph’s Col- 
lege. 

Among the 240 delegates attend- 
ing the sessions were representa- 
tives of the University of Notre 
Dame, South Bend; St. Mary’s of 
the Woods, Terre Haute, Ind.; St. 
Francis College, Fort Wayne, Ind.; 
Aquinas College, Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Nazareth College, Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., and St. Joseph's Col- 
lege, Rensselaer, Ind. 

A resolution drawn up by the 
commission on veterans affairs 
stated that, “In principle, we are 
opposed to compulsory, peacetime 
military training as a contradiction 
to traditional American principles. 

“However, in light of the pres- 
ent international situation, we feel 
that universal peacetime militar 
training is necessary, until suc 
time as the United Nations Organ- 
ization proves itself capable of 
guaranteeing international peace, 
or until an alternate solution for 
world security is found.” 

The group went on record as 
saying, “We are definitely opposed 
to the War Department’s present 
plan for military training,” and 
suggested that, “any program of 
universal military training should 
be strictly military, conducted un- 
der Army regulations, and as in- 
tensive and as brief as conditions

Preamble 

The dignity of man, created ‘in

The Rights of States in the 
International Community 


Preamble 

The human family constitutes an 
organic unity or a world society. 

The States of the world have 
the right and the duty to associate 
and to organize in the internation- 
al community for their common 
welfare. 

The indispensable foundation of 
all peaceful intercourse among na- 
tions and an essential condition 
of juridical relations among them 
are common trust and respect for 
the plighted word. Treaties and 
agreements must not be consider- 
ed subject to arbitrary unilateral 
repudiation. 

Every State has certain funda- 
mental rights in the international 
community. 

Among these rights are: 

1) The right to exist as a mem- 
ber of the international communi- 
ty and to be protected in its nat- 
ional life and integrity against acts 
of aggression by any other State 
or States. 

2) The right to independence in 
the determination of its own do- 
mestic and foreign policies in ac- 
cordance with the principles of 
morality, and subject to the obli- 
gations of international law. 

3) The right to juridical equal- 
ity with other states ingthe family 
of nations. 

4) The right to membership in 
the organized international com- 
munity and to the benefits of in- 
ternational cooperation. 

5) The right to the assistance 
of the international community in 
securing the fulfillment of the 
terms of a just treaty or agree- 
ment. 


6) The right to obtain from the 
international community redress of 
grievances arising from unjust 
treaties imposed by force.

Threat To Private 
School Seen In 
Federal Aid Bill

which he objected in 1939. His 
present bill counts the children of 
nonpublic schools as beneficiaries 
of federal aid which they cannot 
accept unless they transfer to the 
public schools. 


On Dec@émber 10, 1945 Senator 
Taft told the Congress that he 
favored federal aid for private 
hospitals because: 1) ‘they have 
“performed a tremendously help- 
ful service—relieving the States 


and cities of an enormous exX- 


pense;” 2) they should “continue 
to grow’ alongside the public sys- 
tem” to avoid making the entire 
hospital system in the United 
States “public;” and 3) they are 
an outlet for “charitable people 
who wish to give their money to 
such institutions, and take pleas- 
ure in doing so.” At the same 
time, however, thé Senator ex- 
pressed his opposition to federal 
aid for private schools because 
“the State has undertaken to od- 
ucate every child.” 

Only one conclusion can logical- 
ly be drawn from the Senator's 
position. He must regard the pri- 
vate elementa and secondary 
schools as a needless duplication of 
the public schools. The Senator’s 
newly-developed opposition to fed- 
eral aid for nonpublic schools is 
apparently based upon a pernicious 


political principle that the only/ 


true American school is the public 
school. If Mr. Taft favors fed- 
eral aid for private hospitals so 
that they will grow side by side 
with the public hospitals, then his 
opposition to aid for private 
schools can be construed only as 
opposition to the very existence of 
the private school. Apparently the 
Senator would be pleased by a 
growth of American education in 
which the private school -would 
gradually disappear.

44f“OMMUNISM is almost never 

discussed calmly. If you 
question a Communist at all close- 
ly about the basis of his system, 
you will find almost at once that 
there is electricity in the air. Now 
if Communism were merely an 
economic system, this would hardly 
be so; for an economic system is 
not a matter to be defended like a 
cause passionately, but to be ex- 
amined dispassionately to see if 
in fact it solves the problems it is 
meant to solve. If there is a de- 
fect in it, it is to everybody’s in- 
terest (its advocates included) that 
this should be discovered. 

“But in the advocate of Com- 
munism, the mere hint of a criti- 
cism produces an instant emotional 
reaction more proper to a religious 
than to an economic discussion. He 
does not pause to find out what 
the criticism means; much less to 
ask himself whether it might con- 
tain some conceivable point... Un- 
able to believe that the questioner 
is in good faith, he simply asks 
himself what evil motive lies be- 
hind the question. But if the Com- 
munist will not try to understand 
us, we must try to understand him 
—above all to understand his emo- 
tion.”

Layman Asks: Is Man 
More Creative Than God?

G OME years ago I ran across the tribe of Watin- 
dige somewhere near Oldeani, the great game 
refuge in the heart of Africa which has been 
thoroughly photographed from the sky with in- 
credibly keen mechanical eyes in an incredible 
giant mechanical bird, since I skirted it on foot 
in pursuit of German askaris. Those people talk 
with clicking sounds like monkeys. They sleep 
where night finds them, pulling leaves and bushes 
together for a nest. They are entirely naked. 
They believe the stars in the sky are lights just 
overhead almost within jumping distance. The 
confines of the world as they understand it with 
their limited knowledge (not limited capacity) 
can be traversed by a bicycle between dawn and 
sunset, by an automobile in an hour, by an air- 
plane in minutes; and I have actually passed 
through their heaven, which is Mt. Mabuguru 
over which the sun rises. Would any reasonable 
man expect a missionary endeavoring to enlight- 
en these people, to talk to them of the joys of 
heaven and the pains of hell in terms of meta- 
physics? On the other hand, does Hughes serious- 
ly believe that an educated Christian means an 
actual ukelele if he talks of harps in heaven? 


No man can reasonably scoff at belief in the 
existence of a soul and its continuance after 
death, because it is an instinctive aspiration. 
We don’t fear death because it hurts. As a rule 
—from what I have seen of it—it doesn’t hurt. 
Often it is a great release from pain. We fear 
it because it implies extinction. This fear in- 
creases as disbelief in a spiritual survival in- 
creases. Don’t tell me atheists have less fear 
of death than true Christians! Old age and dis- 
ease bring with them a sort of anaesthesia that 
makes a sufferer, no matter what his belief, 
contemplate death with indifference. But this 
is not the same superiority to death that the 
martyrs felt as they simmered in oil. Hughes 
may call this indifference to suffering merely

Faith Or Lack Of It 


“Consequently it cannot exclude 
individual Catholics, Lutherans, 
“Mohammedans, Baptists; Jews, 
Methodists, nonbelievers, Presby- 
terians, or the members of an 
other faith because of their faith 
or lack of it. 


“While we do not mean to inti- 
mate that a state could not pro- 
vide transportation only. to chil- 
dren attending public schools, we 
rust be careful, m protecting the 
citizens of New Jersey against 
state established churches, to be 
sure that we do not inadvertently 
prohibit New Jersey from extend- 
ing its general state law benefits 
to all the citizens without regard 
to their religious belief.” 

Payment of the bus fares of chil- 
dren to Catholic schools, the ma- 
jority said, undoubtedly helped 
them to get to church schools and 
may even have enabled some to go 
to:.church schools who would not 
have gone if parents nad been.com- 
pelled to pay the bus fares out of 
their own pockets. 

However, the same possibility 
existed, it was noted, where “state 
paid policemen are detailed to pro- 
tect children going to and from 
church schools from the very real 
hazards of traffic.” 

“And parents might refuse to 
risk their children to the serious 
danger of traffic accidents going 
to and from parochial schools, the 
approaches to which were not pro- 
tected by policemen,” the opinion 
argued. “Similarly, parents might 
be reluctant to permit their chil- 
dren to attend schools which the 
state had cut off from —, gov- 
ernment services as ordinary police 
and fireprotection, connections for 
sewage disposal, public highways 
and sidewalks. 


Not Purpose Of Amendment 


“Of course, ¢utting off church 
schools from these services would 
make it far more difficult for the 
schools to operate. But such is ob- 
viously not the purpose of the first 
amendment. That amendment re- 
quires the state to be a neutral in 
its relations with groups of re- 
ligious believers and nonbelievers; 
it. does not require the state to be 
their adversary. State power is no 
more to be used so as to handicap 
religions than it is to favor them. 

“The state contributes no money 
to the schools. It does not support 
them. Its legislation, as applied, 
does no more than provide a gen- 
eral progtam to help parents get 
their children, regardless of their 
religion, safely and expeditiously 
to and from accredited schools.

when the New Jersey legislature 
enacted a statute which provided 
that district school boards might 
arrange for transportation of chil- 
dren attending non-profit non-pub- 
lic schools as well as those attend- 
ing publie schools. 


The board of education of Ewing 
Township, near Trenton, then pas- 
sed a resolution which facilitated 
the transporting. of Ewing children 
to two public high schools in the 
city of Trenton and to Catholic 
schools in Trenton. This resulted 
in the paying out of slightly more 
than $350 by Ewing Township to 
carry 21 Catholic children into the 


dral High School and parochia 
grade schools. The $350 was paid 
directly to parents as compensa- 
tion for fares paid on public sub- 
urban busses. 


In Septembef, 1942, Arch R. 

Everson, a Ewing taxpayer, ob- 
tained a judgment from a New 
Jersey court setting aside the 
school board resolution. It was 
Mr. Everson’s contention that the 
school board’s distribution of tax 
money contributed in part by him 
had violated his rights. under the 
Ist and 14th amendments to the 
U. S. Constitution because it re- 
sulted in “a taking of private pro- 
perty for a private purpose” and 
it was “legislation respecting the 
establishment of religion.” 
The Ewing Township School 
Board then appealed this decision 
to the highest New Jersey court, 
the New Jersey Court of Errors 
and Appeals, which in November 
of 1945 reversed the lower court 
and upheld the legality of both the 
statute of the legislature and the 
school ‘board resolution. 

Following this action, Mr. Ever- 
son brought a further appeal to the 
U. S. Supreme Court, citing again 
the infringement of his rights un- 
der the 14th amendment to the 
Federal Constitution. 

Briefs supporting the New Jer- 
sey law were filed with the Su- 
preme Court by the States of New 
York, Michigan, Louisiana, Massa- 
chusetts, Illinois and Indiana, and 
jointly by the National Council of 
Catholic Men and the National 
Council of Gatholic Women. Briefs 
contesting the statute were sub- 
mitted by the American Civil Li- 
berties Union, the General Confer- 
ence of Seventh-Day Adventists 
and a joint committee of Baptists, 
and the Junior Order of American 
Mechanics. 


In his arguments before the na- 
tion’s highest tribunal, William H. 
Speer of Newark, counsel for the 
Ewing Township School Board, 
contended that if States may pro- 
vide textbooks at public expense 
for children attending both public 
and private schools, as had been 
decided unanimously by the U. §. 
Supreme Court in 1930, they could 
also provide transportation for all 
school children, public and non- 
publig¢ 
He argued that the New Jersey 
statute is a valid use of the police 
powers of the Sgate, as an aid to 
education, as facilitating compli- 
ance with the compulsory educa- 
tion laws of the State, and as pro- 
moting the health, safety and wel- 
fare of school children. If any 
benefit accrues to private individ- 
uals because of the law, he stated, 
this benefit is incidental and does 
not make the law unconstitutional. 
Edward R. Burke, former Sena- 
tor from Nebraska, acting’ as coun- 
sel for the protesting taxpayer, had 
asserted: “There is no reason why

the ‘due process’ meant by the 14th 
Amendment; on the contrary, it. is 
violative of both amendments.” 


Answering this argument, Mr. 
Speer directed the court’s attention 
to the. confusion of thought eéx- 
hibited by the assertion that par- 
ents are “excused” from sending 
their children to public schools and 
are “paid for exercising this 
choice.” He pointed out that par- 
ents have no constitutional obliga- 
tion to send their children to pub- 
lic schools, hence need no “excuse” 
for not sending them there, and 
furthermore, in the case at issue, 
no payment was made to parents 
for “exercising a choice” between 
public and private schools. 


“A parent who sends his child 
to the school of his choice, whether 
religious or, non-religious,” Mr. 
Speer declared, “is perorming his 
legal duty and exercising his con- 
stitutional parental rights, rather 
than his religious rights. . . Pro- 
vided only that the school (what- 
ever it is) meets the requirements 
imposed by statute, the parent in 
any such case has fully discharged 
his duties under the law and is as 
much entitled to reimbursement 
for transportation as are any... . 
parents.” 


At the present time 15 States 
have legislation which authorizes 
or requires in one form or another 
transportation for nonpublic schodl 
pupils. They are: California, a 
ois, Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Michi- 
an, Missouri, Montana, New 
petal ong New Jersey, New 
York, Oregon and Rhode Island. 


In Colorado, Louisiana, and 
Minnesota the State Attorneys 
General have ruled that their gen- 
eral transportation statutes per- 
mit private school pupils to ride on 
the public school buses. In Maine, 
North Dakota, and South Dakota 
the Attorneys General have ruled 
to the contrary.

But even at that 
time he might have asked himself: How is a 
fire started? And answered: Combustible mate- 
rial is set alight. But where is the light before 
you strike the match? What is it that lights the 
little lantern of the hunting fish in the darkness 
two thousand fathoms below the surface of the 
sea? What is in the spark that flies from a piece 
of flint?—or an abrasive wheel? What is it that 
shines from an electric bulb? Light! And with- 
out a sun! Light, in fact, is a vibration that may 
be entirely independent of the sun—often imper- 
ceptible to human eyes or too powerful for 
human eyes to stand. When we speak intelli- 
gently of the Creator we speak of the Infinite— 
not merely of a tribal god of a planetary sys- 
tem; for not only did He create our sun but 
other suns and suns whose multitudes are but 
motes of cosmic dust against infinity—less to 
Him than electrons are to us in their solar sys- 
tems within the atom. 


Coming Down To Earth! 


The sanitary laws of Hebrews are derided. 
This is really coming down to earth andAs quite 
unimportant. It shouldn’t be necessary to re- 
mind Hughes that these early people about Whom 
he speaks were nomads who survived long years 
in the deserts of Sahara and Arabia. I have 
lived in the desert, and have led fairly large 
numbers of men through desert wildernesses; 
and I can state with conviction—sustained by 
the United States Army and the Marine Corps 
—that the hygienic laws of the old Jews were 
usually excellent. If Hughes ate domestic pig 
in any part of Northeast Africa or Southwest 
Asia, all his intellectual vigor wouldn’t rid him 
of the worms that would soon be eating of his 
body from the inside out. Why even savages 
know this and regularly (I almost said religious- 
ly) take taeniacides to purge themselves. I might 
add lots of disgusting information on the wis- 
dom of other hygienic laws that would be illumi- 
nating, but should be unnecessary. This.I may 
add, though present day conformance in civilized 
communities to these excellent old laws may not 
be a necessity it is worthy of respect as an ad- 
mirable symbol of loyal. adherence to a great 
social tradition. 

What seemed most to upset Hughes was the 
number of personal interviews man had with 
God in a world still primitive. I can assure him 
there are millions of people of Semitie origin 
who are this very day and hour talking to Him 
in the language of the Bible. As a literary 
/ man, I should think he might have supported the 
use of metaphor and even of hyperbole more gen- 
erously. Has he never read without comment 
sentences such as these: “His conscience told 
him it was wrong”; “Something whispered it is 
false’; “His duty directed him otherwise”; 
“Honor said no”; “Justice spoke in no uncertain 
terms’: “Love bade him linger”; and so .on? 
The Arab and other nomads of northeast Africa 
and Asia Minor express themselves today in 
similar fashion, only ascribing most things di- 
| rectly to God. This is so common and obvious a 
custom that it is almost impossible to write an 
account or story of these people without fairly 
frequent use of the name of Allah. Do those who 
learn only from their reading suppose this is 
merely an affection of adventure story writers?

Yet Joyful Prayers Go And Church 
iHeminds Us Of Our Eternal Life

NO one bothered to say “good-by” this year, as folks did in 
_ ages past. Perhaps no one realized that they were 
going, those joyful prayers, Alleluia, Gloria, and Te Deum. 
But they did go, on Septuagesima Sunday, when the Church 
first invited us to turn our eyes toward Lent. . 
Now, though, there need be no more eye-turning, for 


ima Sunday, and 
the fo onday and Tuesday 
—a season that had its origin cen- 
turies ago in Catholic England. 
This was the time when people 
made ready for Lent; and the big 
thing about their ie echoes was 
their confession. In those days, a 
person who had had his sins for- 
iven through the Sacrament of 
enance was said to have been 
shriven; the priest shrove him. So 
we still call these days Shrovetide, 
although the name is nearly a 
thousand years old. 


A Tasty Custom 


Because Shrovetide is the 
threshold of Lent, the people of 
Old England were anxious to use 
up the-foods which they would not 
eat during the holy season. Some 
of those foods were eggs and fats. 
What to do?—make pancakes, of 
course! And it’s a mighty tasty 
custom even yet. 


Maybe it was the pancakes that 
did it, we can’t be sure, but some 
le got the idea that Shrovetide 
ought to be a. happy time, a time 
for “one last fling.” So the two 
days of pre-Lenten penance and 
sobriety gave way to le Mardi 
Gras, and all the gaiety that goes 
with our own New Orleans version 
of the same. 


The next day, though, was never 
corrupted. For about a dozen 
centuries it has always been Ash 
Wednesday, the day that marks 
the beginning of Lent. This is the 
day on which last year’s proud and 
stately palms are distributed as 
ashes u the foreheads of all. 
‘“Remem man,” they tell us 
graphically now, “that thou art 
dust, and unto dust thou shalt re- 
turn,” In Old Testament times the 
Jews made the warning even more 
forceful by using the dust from 


graves. 
Here, at the beginning of her 
longest and most solemn peniten- 
tial season, the Church bids us 
think of death, for there are few 
thoughts which will do more to 
help us live a good life. Long ago

On the other hand 
ar new feast, which is observed 
everywhere in the United States, 
has been instituted as a Holyday, 
namely, that of the Immaculate 
Conception.

The chief reason for the suppres- 
sion of Epiphany is that it falls 
only five days after New Year’s, 
which is also a Holyday as well 
as a national holiday, and only 
two weeks after Christmas, which 
is also a religious Holyday and a 
civic holiday. 

In many countries Epiphany is 
still observed as a Holyday of Obli- 
gation, such as in England, Ireland 
and Scotland. In some countries 
the two days following Christmas 
are Holydays of Obligation; also 
the two days following Easter; al- 
so the two days following Pente- 
cost; but in countries whose popu- 
lation is predominantly non-Cath- 
olic, the Church does not expect 


jpeople to observe these days by 


an obligation to attend Mass and 
to abstain from servile work. 

In the list of Popes I note that 
Clement IV ‘died in the year 1268 
and that Gregory X became Pope 


in 1271, How was the Chureh 
governed in the interim? 


It is true that the Holy See was 
vacant for almost three years be- 
tween the death of Clement IV and 
the election of Gregory X. This 
is due to the fact that the fifteen 
Cardinals—there were only that 
many at that time—were divided 
between French and Italian sym- 


pathies, and in several ballots fail- 


ed to cast a two-thirds majority 
vote, which is necessary for an 
election. 

During the vacancy of the Holy 
See provision is made for the 
government of the Church just 
as it is made for the government 
of a country without a President 
or some other civil ruler. 

Of course there can be no ex- 
Cathedra pronouncements during 
that interval. 

Why is the 187th Pope listed as 

John XIX, XX, and XXI, and suc- 
ceeding Johns listed in the same 
way? 
Official lists do not present them 
in that way, but those who take 
notice of anti-Popes, who were 
recognized by those who elected 
them and a small following, list 
them according to the name they 
chose. 

For instance, John XIV was in- 
earcerated by Boniface, an anti- 


‘Pope. When this anti-Pope died 
‘a certain John, son of Robert, is 
‘listed in some catelogs. The Cath- 
folic Encyclopedia claims that he 
‘never existed, but because men- 
‘tion is made of him by some as 
Pope John XV, the one who was 
legitimately elected and chose the 
name of John XV is often listed 
as XV or XVI. Then this list is 
continued for all the Johns. 

You do not say whence you 
gathered your information, but we 
do not find in reference books 
mention of three rather than of 
‘only two. It is very likely that this 
‘is explained by the inclusion of 
‘some other anti-Pope who should 
‘not have been included.

Papal Listing In New Annuario 
Clears Errors But Importance 


‘Exaggerated, Writer Contends

—The Annuario Pontificio for 


1947 contains an important innovation, the practical impor- 
tance of which has been exaggerated greatly. The red-bound 


volume, published annually 


by the Tipografia Poliglotta 


Vaticana, no longer bears, as in recent years, the list of 
Popes. according to the series of pictures which adorn the 


walls of the Basilica of St. Paul. 


The 1947 issue contains a chrono- 
logical list. according to Liber 
Pontificalis in the critical edition 
of Duchesne, adding changes ad- 
vised by the most recent studies. 

The listing published in the new 

uario was compiled by Msgr. 
Angelo Mercati, Prefect of the 
Vatican Archives, who bore in 
mind the criteria followed in 
1904-05 by Father Ehrle, the then 
Prefect of the Vatican Library 
who later became a Gardinal. 

The list of Popes as pictured on 
the walls of the Basilica of St. 
Paul is based on elements of in- 
formation collected in the first half 
of the 18th century by oo

German Refugees 


Create Problem 
For The Church 


Washington, Feb. 10.—(NC)— 
Twelve million refugees in Ger- 
many are creating a serious prob- 
lem for the Church, which needs 
material help of all kinds to cope 
with the unprecedented situation, 
Bishop Aloisius J. Muench of Far- 
$4 Apostolic Visitator in Germany, 
as written to the National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference here. 


“Dioceses that were once heavi- 
ly non-Catholic have become: pre- 
dominantly Catholic,” he _ stated. 
“Naturally there is a lack of 
churches, priests, Sisters and cate- 
chists. In most places Protestants 
have offered their churches for 
Sunday services to Catholics, and 
in turn Catholics are doing the 
same thing where Protestants lack 
churches.” 


“Practically all priests say three 
Masses on Sundays,” he continued. 
“Since few have automobiles they 
have to go on foot to the new 
mission stations. Shoes are scarce, 
and those that priests now have 
are wearing out. 


New Bicycles are needed too, 
and tires, casings and inner tubes 
for those now in use, in order to 
take advantage of the missionary 
opportunities that await priests 
and religious in Germany today, 
Bishop Muench declared. 


In proportion to the populations 
of the two countries, the Bishop 
noted, the number of refugees in 
Germany is equivalent to about 
30,000,000 pouring into the United 
States from adjacent lands. 


The Diocese of Osnabruck, for 
example, has more than a million 
new Catholics, Hildesheim diocese 
has grown from 350,000 to more 
than a million, and the Protestant 
areas of Saxony and Thuringia to- 
day have an estimated Catholic 
population of between two and 
three million, Bishop Muench 
enumerated.

Former Legion Chaplain 
Tells Veterans Russia 
Doesn’t Want Peace Now 


Rochester, N..Y., Feb. 10—(NC) 
—Veterans of both World Wars 
were counseled to fortify them- 
selves with moral courage and 
good character, and “go forth de- 
termined to avert U. S. chaos 
planned by communism for the 
near future,” by the Rev. Dr, 
George F. Kettell, former national 
chaplain of the Antierican Legion. 
He spoke to members of the new- 
ly organized Streb-Lappan-Klem 
Post at officer induction ceremo- 
nies, and said it is apparent that 
“Russia does not want peace.” 


Father Kettell said he had been 
told by Representative Carl Mundt 
of South Dakota, member of the 
House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
ean Activities, that Russia does 
not want peace “until the 13 gov- 
ernments of the States which now 
come under her orbit have been 
so liquidated as to fall easily un- 
der her control.” 


Economic authorities in the 
nation’s capital, Father Kettell 
said, know that Russia is hoping 
and planning a a depres- 
sion to occur in the U. in 
1950. The Red contribution to 
such a catastrophe, he said, would 
be made by stirring up turmoil to 
retard production. Father Kettell 
prescribed sound industrial rela- 
tions, coupled with courageous 
enterprise as the antidote for the 
reputed Soviet-fostered plot... 

Urging the Legionnaires, most of 
whom are Knights of Columbus, to 
carry on the battle against com- 
munist influence, he told them not 
to “allow the ‘commie’ to hold the 
floor and shout us down in union 
meetings.” He added: “We must 
fight as did the great Archbishop 
Stepinac who finally was im- 
prisoned crying,“My conscience is 
clear, | am ready to die.’ ” 


Present Day Evils Demand 
Support Of Catholic 
Press, Bishop Declares 


Davenport, Feb. 10 — (NC)— 
Careful production and effective 
editing must join adequate sup- 
port and wide circulation as goals 
of the diocesan newspaper, Bishop 
Ralph L. Hayes of Davenport, tle- 
clares in 1947 Press Month letter.

(kh) Labor-Leaders trained in Mos- 
cow Propaganda Schools. 


2) Fellow-travellers. (Less fa- 
miiliar to the public at large, but 
far more pernicious because cul- 
turally veneered, powerfully in- 
fluential, and reputedly above sus- 
picion): (a) High-brow Commun- 
ist groups. (b) Pink and Parlor 
Communists. (c) Millionaire “an- 
gels”—the “do-gooders.” (d) 
Crack-pot. idealists,.dreamers, “per- 
fectionists:” (e) Among profes- 
sional groups, engaged in industry 
—envious of the often crude and 
ignorant owners and profiteers. 
(f) Seattered through the Wash- 
ington bureaucrats—‘“brain trust- 
ers,” so-called “bright young men,” 
“social planners.” (g) The self- 
styled “Intelligentsia.” (h) Pseudo- 
Liberals. (i) Among college stu- 
dents—strutting as “advanced” 
thinkers in this “scientific age.” 
(j) Their agnostic professors, who 
get this message across most 
easily in classes of social science, 
psychology, politics, economics, 
“welfare work” and international 
relations. 

3) Tired Liberals: a peculiar 
brand of pretentious, white-col- 
lared, aristocratic Communists: 
they are honestly interested in a 
fairer distribution of wealth, and 
ic reform of those capitalistic 
abuses which constitute the stock- 
in-trade and talking-points of the 
dyed-in-the-wool, rank-and-file Red 
agitators among the proletariat;

Notre Dame Sets 
All-Time Record 


Notre Dame, Ind.—A total of 
4665 students, the largest num- 
ber of students ever to attend the 
University of Notre Dame, have 
been enrolled at Notre Dame for 
the spring semester, it was an- 
nounced Feb. 11, by the Rev. Louis 
J. Thornton, Registrar at Notre 
Dame. 


The previous record enrollment 
at Notre Dame was registered dur- 
ing the last semester when a _ to- 
tal of 4,541 students were enrolled 
at the University. Farley Hall, a 
new residence hall on the Notre 
Dame campus, was opened at the 
beginning of the Spring semester. 
Notre Dame’s normal enrollment is 
3,200 students, but the University 
is straining every facility to ac- 
commodate as many war veter- 
ans’ as possible. 

The College of Commerce leads 
in the number of students enrolled 
at Notre Dame with a total of 1,- 
407. The College of Arts and Let- 
ters is second with 1,073, followed 
by the College of Engineering with 
1,039, the College of Science with 
512, the College of Law with 235, 
the Graduate School with 210, 
Physical Education with 156 and 
the Engineering Graduate School 
with 33. The Spring semester 
started on January 30. 

More than two-thirds of the 
total enrollment at Notre Dame 
consists of veterans of World War 
Il. The great majority of them 
were students at Notre Dame dur- 
ing the war years, and left the 
University to enlist in the Armed 
forces.
